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On a warm Monday, June 11th, Roger Borchard of Kraus-Anderson unloads “It’s A Love
Connection, Charlie Brown” in Rice Park for delivery two blocks away at Lawson.Commons.

Amid the chaos and confusion of
construction for Rice Park and 4th
Street tunnel, the area has one
overpowering and stabilizing pres-
ence — Charlie Brown!

The Rice Park area will be home
to no fewer than eight Charlie Brown
statues as part of the Charlie Brown
Around Town (CBAT) tribute to
Charles Schulz.

By late June, virtually all of the
statues will be installed. Just as the
Snoopys were last year, the Charlie
Browns are being installed by Roger
Borchard of Kraus-Anderson Con-
struction Company. On the day City
Update photographed Roger, he was
being helped by Abby Chiat, a
summer intern for the CBAT pro-
gram. Another Kraus-Anderson
employee, Paul Ophus, is also
delivering and setting up the poly-
urethane statues.

In addition to the eight in the Rice
Park vicinity, Downtown Saint Paul
will have another 43 statues, from
the Capitol grounds and Regions
Hospital on the north to Harriet
Island and Lambert’s Landing on the
south. Forty-eight more are else-
where around town.
